Mayor Michael J. Haley and village trustees hope to 
construct new headquarters for the fire department and 
rescue squad -on land just north of Orchard St., a short 
distance, west of the post office. 

Tentative space allocations were outlined by F. 
Michael, Sutter, architect. 

IN WHAT SUTTER called (1 a guide in formulating a 

, building program," he suggested a 10,000 square foot 

"vehicle storage area" for the fire department.' The area 

Would accommodate four vehicles, one service bay- with 

: a hoist and ; p^; sl^ 

There also would be a hose drying and training tower, 
three stones high. / 

The plan also includes office space, a dispatch center 
and a fire prevention department including a conference 

room and workroom. 

A 1,200 square foot training and meeting room is" 
included in the plans. It would accommodate 40 persons. 
There also would be living quarters for 15 persons. 
. Total square footage for the fire department would be 
19,350. 



THE RESCUE SQUAD would have 5,200 square feet in 
the building. 

This includes a storage area for four vehicles, a 
records office, lockers and showers, and the possibility of
